RUST_FIGHT 


Extermination of Barberry 
is Announced in 10 Coun- 


ties of Stater 


. Wisconsin stands a mighty good 
chance ot being the first state in th« 
country to "go over the top" in. th« 
barbarry eradication catnpoypj, says 
Dr. E. D. Ball of the Wisconsin De- 
paytmant of Agriculture, State Ento- 
mologist, who is in active charge of 
the work in the state. Every city 
and town in the state with & popu- 
lation of 1,000 or more has been thor- 
oughly canvassed and one-half 
of 


them have gone over for the second 
time. The results of the second can- 
vass show that 90 per .cent of; the 
barberries of the state have already 
been destroyed. 


In six counties in the, northern 


part of the state no tall barberries 
were found the first time over. Theie 
counties were Washburn, 
Sawyer, 


Iron, Vilas, Forest and Florence. 
Fourt counties (Ricliland, Crawford, 
Green'and Vernon) had removed all 
of their'barberries when scouted the 
second time, while several others 
were kept from "going over the top" 
by only one or two neglectful own- 
ers. As rapidly as possible Doctor 
Ball and a number of Assistants, 
working in cooperation with the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture 
and 


'Dr. A. G. Johnson of the University 
of Wisconsin, are covering the state 
the second time. They are serving 
legal notices ordering all remaining 
shrubs out within ten days. 


The data gathered by the barberry 


scouts on their first survey showed 
that in 124 towns, there were 4,151 
private property owners who had 
47,093 barberry bushes. This does 
not include the great amount that 
had been taken out before the. scouts 
arrived nor does it include the bar- 
berry destroyed 
in parks, pub- 


lic grounds, and on railway premises. 
It is estimated that there were 150,- 
000 plants grown in the state before 
the 
campaign began. Many old 


plantings, some going back as far as 
1852, have been found in the older 
settlements of the state.
